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STREET CAR CONGESTION. 

The Post-Dispatch is answering the question of the 
sufficiency of the street car accommodations of this 
city by printing the facts. Four articles of a series, 
embodying the actual daily observations or reporters 
on four of the principatstreet car lines, nave been puD- 
lished. The facts obtained and presented to the pub- 
lic are full of interest and bear directly on the ques- 
tion of the need of additional facilities. 

The investigation of the Olive street line, the Sub- 
urban De Hodiamont line, the Broadway line, the 
Chouteau.avenue and Page lines, show clearly: 

First. That the cars operating on these lines are 
in’ufficient to accommodate people during the rush 
hours of the morning and evening. Cars are packed 
to suffocation, and many persons suffer long delays 
and inconvenience on account of insufficiency of ac- 
commodation. | 

Second. On the downtown loops and thoroughfares 
the limit of the capacity of the car tracks practically 
has been reached. In other words, the deficiency of 
accommodations is due in the main to the lack of ca- 
pacity of the surface car tracks and not to the un- 
willingness of the management of the street railway 
monopoly to supply sufficient cars. 

Concluding that the deficiency of service during 
the rush is ip the main due to the lack of track 
room in the downtown districts, the Post-Dispatch 
does not mean to exonerate the management of the 
United Railways from just criticism concerning the 
schedules, lack of sufficient cars and the condition of 
the cars on many different lines; but taking into 
account all that may be said against specia] methods, 
or arrangements of the management, there yet re- 
mains a great predominating fact that the surface 
lines % the downtown district have reached prac- 
tically the limit of their capacity for serving the 
public during the hours when street car accommoda- 
tion is in greatest demand. 

These facts point to the necessity of preparing now 
to meet the increasing demands of the St. Louis pub- 
lic for additional transportation facilities. Every 
year the difference between supply and demand 
grows greater, so that conditions must become much 
worse, unless facilities can be greatly increased with- 
in the next five years. 

Reversing his first opinion that there would be no 
need of additional street railway facilities for five or 
ten years, John I. Beggs, general manager of the Uni- 
ted Railways, now admits that there is need for addi- 
tional facilities. The Post-Dispatch’s presentation

preparation of the plans dnd the construction of a 
subway, which is acknowledged by all men of sound 
judgment to be the only mode of transportation 
ne for St. Louis, will require from five to ten 
years’ work. Planning and preparing should begin 
at once and the first step is the organization of a 
capable Municipal Traction Commission.

TOWN AND CITY DEBTS. 
Before the public improvements members of the 
Civie League and all other St. Louisans think ought 
to be made, are made and paid for, members of the 
League and the public in general must make up 
their minds on certain points.

It is most usual to compare the increase of debt 
in each city with the number of its inhabitants. The 
United States Bureau of Statistics published its es- 
timates in 1906 based on debt and population for 
1904 in all towns and cities of over 30,000 inhabit- 
ants. The increase of bonded debt for the year 
amounted to $42 per family in cities of 300,000 peo- 
ple and over; to $12 per family in cities of between 
100,000 and 300,000, and to between $10 and $11 per 
family in cities and towns of less than 100,000. 

In shéwing the relations of debt to taxation, the 
Bureau of Statistics gives some remarkable figures. 
In Boston the tax levy for city purposes. amounts 
to $30.16 per head of population, or at the enormous 
rate of $150_for each family in the population of 
the city. In New York City it is about $110 per 
family; in Chicago, between $55 and $60; in St. 
Louis, between $70 and $75, and in Pittsburg about 
$80. The general average for all towns and cities of 
the eountry, with more than 30,000 people, is 
about $70 per family. The average interest charge 
is about $11 per family. In St. Louis in the year 
named it was about $7, Boston it was 
over $30.

STUDIES SLIPPAGE

Cole Does Not. Seek Water 
Steals Here—Little if Any

water was being stolen 
from the municipal water pipes in New 
York, has been at work on the St. Louis 
water supply since November and still 
has a representative in St. Leuis giving 
his figures a final checking up. Cole 
made discoveries of water thefts in| 
Philadelphia Similar to those found in 
New York and is now making tests in 
Chicago to unearth similar crookedness 
if it exists in the latter city 

The work Engineer Cole has been do- 
ing in St. Louis has not been aimed at 
the discovery of water thieves. He has 
Simply been testing’ the big pumps of 
the water department at the Chain of 
Rocks, at Baden and at Bissel’s Point, 
to find out how great the “slippage” of 
the pumps was. “‘Slippage’”’ is the name 
engineers give to the water that leaks 
through the pistor or plunger of the 
pump at the stroke that drives the wat- 
er out of the pump. This slippage is 
clear loss. 

Engineer Cole found that the cylin- 
ders and plungers of the pumps at the 
Chain of Rocks had been badly worn 
by the grit carried in the water. The 
siippage was as muth as 15 per cent 
in Several of the pumps. At the other 
Stations, where clarified water is pump- 
ed, the slippage was considerably below 
what is expected in efficient pumps. 

“Engineer Cole wanted very much to 
Submit the water distribution system of 
St. Louis to an examination like that 
he had given the system in New York 
with such remarkable results,” said 
Water Commissioner Adkins to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I declined his of- 
fer, however, because I am convinced 
there is little if any stealing of water 
in St. Louls. I could have told the 
New York water department before 
Cole began his tests that the conditions 
there were very bad. A young engi- 
neer who had worked with me took a 
place in that department and his let- 
ters to me told of the conditions. 

No Checking System. 

“The distribution system of that city 
had for years received no attention or 
checking up. We check up our distri- 
bution to insure the effectiveness of 
valves, meters and connections § con- 
stantly. Anything out of repair is in- 
stantly replaced. 

“In addition to the constant checking 
up the water department gives the dis- 
tribution system, the Water Rates De- 

rtment has inspectors constantly at 
watch in districts and every new house 
that is put up is watched until it gets 
f4its water supply.
